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FOREWORD 



The present publication Is the last in the series of reports on the 
Survey of Road Goods Transport 1962. Three previous booklets have been 
published by Her Majesty's Stationery Office: the first, Part I of the 
final results of the survey, gave detailed information about the goods 
vehicle fleet in 1962 and the total work it performed; the second. 

Part II, included an analysis of the commodities moved by road trans- 
port; the third Part contained a methodological report on the survey. 
The present book forms Part IV of the final results and provides infor- 
mation on the flows of goods by road within Great Britain. 

Some provisional figures for the geographical analysis were Issued 
in 1965, but those estimates were preliminary figures based on the 
returns for only one of the survey weeks; they are now superseded by 
the present, final, estimates based on the full results of the survey. 
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INTRODUCTION 



The geographical analyses given in this booklet are based on data obtained from the Survey of 
Road Goods Transport 1962. During the survey the movements of some 40,000 vehicles on nearly 
700,000 Journeys were recorded and from information on points of origin and destination of each 
Journey, the present geographical analyses have been compiled. 

Since the Road Goods Transport Survey was based on a sample and not cm a complete enumeration, 
its results are subject to sampling errors. Where extremely detailed analyses are Involved so that 
relatively small quantities (of tonnage, etc.) are estimated, the sampling error tends to be rather 
large. This is particularly true of much of the geographical data so that caution should be 
exercised when using these figures. The purpose of many of the tables and maps given in the present 
booklet is to provide a general indication of the main characteristics of the transport of goods by 
road within and between parts of Great Britain and to identify the main inter-area flows. 

A further qualification concerns Journeys by 'C' licensed vehicles of unladen weight not over 
one ton. During the 1962 survey, only limited data were collected from operators of these 
vehicles; in particular, operators were not asked to show separately each Journey made during the 
survey period. Thus, no information on origin and destination is available for these vehicles and 
the total number of Journeys and tonnage carried by them were allocated arbitrarily to the transport 
category "within the region" (or 'zone' as the case may be) using the address at Which the vehicle 
is garaged as the basis of allocation. Because of this the inter-regional flows and inter-zonal 
flows are understated, but since these vehicles are mainly used for local delivery work, the 
understatement is probably very slight. 

The regions identified in this publication are Scotland, and the ten standard regions of 
England and Wales as defined by the Registrar-General (Statistical Review of England and Wales, 

1961, Part II, refers). For the purpose of compiling sufficiently informative maps of the 
geographical flows, however, the standard regions have been further analysed into areas or 'zones'. 
These zones normally follow administrative (i. e-, county or urban area) boundaries, but some zones 
may contain two or more counties (for example in Mid-Wales and North Scotland) While other zones 
may be sub-divisions of urban areas, for example, London is divided into six zones. Details of the 

zoning system may be obtained on request from the Statistics Division of the Ministry of Transport. 
When mapping the movement between zones, flows are normally shown frcm/to the central points of a 
zone and any exceptions to this rule are purely for convenience in mapping: no significance should 
be placed on the position within a zone of the starting/ending point 'for a flow, nor on the compass 
direction of a flow between pairs of zones. 

Users of these statistics together with those already published in Parts I and II of the 
Survey report may occasionally come across apparent discrepancies between figures shown by the 
present publication and those published in Parts I or II, for example, in the total number of 
Journeys undertaken by road transport, or in the estimates of tons carried by length of haul. 

These differences arise because of the change in the definition of a Journey which was necessary 
for charting geographical flows. The distinction between end-to-end Journey, that is, a straight 
run with no collecting or delivery point along the route, and an Intermediate Journey, that Is, one 
Which Involves setting down and picking up goods at several points during the Journey, which was 
made In the previous results, was dropped when undertaking the geographical analysis. All journeys 
were counted either as outward runs or inward runs. This presented no difficulty in the case of 
end-to-end trips, but Intermediate Journeys had to be divided into two with the furthest point from 
base being counted as the destination on the outward Journey, the remainder of the Journey being 
classified as the inward run (or another Journey to a destination other than base, as the case may 
be). 



The first three of the four tables Included in the Appendix present an analysis of the 
commodities carried by road during 1962, according to length of haul. Table A gives information 



for road transport as a whole while Tables B and C provide separate figures for public haulage and 
transport on own account, respectively. The final of the four tables. Table D, gives an analysis 
for own account transport by industry served and length of haul. These tables are not part of the 
geographical analysis and they have been included in this publication because they were not 
available in time for inclusion in Part II of the Survey report. 

The tables and maps that follow are to a large extent self-explanatory and detailed comment on 
the figures is unnecessary. It would be useful, however, to compare the transport, measured in 
tons, generated by each Region with some characteristics of the Region that are likely to influence 
the demand for transport, for example, population and numbers employed. This comparison is made 
in the following table. The differences between the two columns in the ranking order of the 
regions for amount of transport generated reflect differences between regions in the proportion of 
numbers employed to total regional population.

As the above table shows, the differences, after taking sampling errors into consideration, 
between seven of the eleven regions of Great Britain in tonnage generated per head and per employee, 
are very small, and a further two regions are not veiy far removed from the majority in this 
respect. Only two regions, the South Eastern and Southern, show a marked difference from other 
regions in their road transport activity per head of the population and per employee. 

One reason why the tonnage carried per person living in London and the South East should be 
so much lower than in the rest of the country is possibly related to the high population densities 
over much of this region; economies of scale in transport are probably experienced in this area 
more than in any other region. More probably, however, the main reasons are that the area Is 
exceptional in the high proportion of the population engaged in administrative, professional and 
other services not producing goods to be moved; and in that It has no major mining, extracting, or 
other heavy Industry, so that its products tend to be light in terms of tonnage. The latter 

consideration also applies to the Southern Region and probably accounts to a large extent for this 
region's relatively low figure of tonnage per employee. 
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Ttie differences between regions In their Industrial make-up Is shown more clearly by the 
analysis of the tonnage generated, by type of commodity, given In Table (lv) on page 17. This 
shows, for example, that the transport of. crude building minerals (sand, gravel, etc.) generated 
per head of the population In London and the South East Is only half of that generated by most 
other regions and the Southern Region Is also below average In this respect. London and the South 
East is also well below average In the movements of building materials (bricks, cement, etc.) per 
head, and In the movements by road transport of "other crude materials", coal, and Intermediate 
goods such as chemicals and Iron and steel finished and seml-flnished products. 

The regions with the highest figures of total tonnage moved per head by road transport are the 
East and West Ridings, North Midlands and Midlands. North Midlands are ranked highest In tonnage 
per head of coal and coke transported, and East and West Ridings highest In tonnage per head of 
"other crude materials" (ores, wool, etc.) and second highest for coal and coke and the "chemicals. 
Iron and steel, etc." group. Midlands are highest for this latter group and for "manufactures". 

The annual tonnage of foodstuffs carried per head of population Is within the range of 5 to 7 
tons per annum for all the regions apart from North Western with 7i tons and Eastern with 9 tons. 

In crude building minerals too the range Is narrow - between 5 and 6-k tons per head except for 
London and South Eastern with 3 and Wales with 8 tons. 

In the "chemicals. Iron and steel, etc." group there Is a sharp distinction between those 
areas which generate relatively little of these commodities - the Eastern region, the three regions 
In the South of England, and Scotland - and the remainder. A similar pattern shows up for coal 
and coke with only 1 to 2 tons moved per head In the regions In the East and South, while the main 
coal producing and manufacturing regions generate from 3i to 6i tons per head. Since considerable 
amounts of coal are moved by rail and coastal shipping however, the cruera.ll pattern of coal and 
coke movements per head by all forms of transport may be different; this applies also In the case 
of petroleum products. 
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NOTES AND DEFINITIONS 



Scope of the 1962 Survey of Road Goods Transport 



1. The inquiry, which took the form of a sample survey, covered all vehicles operated under 
carriers' licences in Great Britain during the survey period. British Road Services' and 
British Railways' road vehicles are operated under carriers' licences and are therefore Included. 

The survey thus covered all vehicles which are usually regarded as goods vehicles, except farmers' 
vehicles and government owned vans and lorries, which do not require carriers' licences. Since Doth 
the farmers' and government owned vehicles are relatively few in number and predominantly small in 
size, the effect of their omission on the estimates of work done by road goods transport is very 



Period Covered 



2. The survey covered four separate weeks in the period April 1962 to January 1963. The weeks 

were: 2nd to 8th April 1962; 2nd to 8th July 1962; 1st to 7th October 1962 and 7th to 13th 

January 1963. 

3. The results obtained for the survey weeks were expanded to provide estimates of work done 
during 1962. The expansion occurred in two stages. The first stage entailed grossing up the 

estimate of work done in a survey week into an estimate for the whole month in which the week 
occurred. The expansion factor used for this purpose was obtained by dividing the total number of 
weekdays, Saturdays and Sundays (respectively) in the month by the number Included in the survey 
period and compiling a single, weighted, average of the products; the weights used were the 
estimated proportions of work done on weekdays, Saturday and Sunday. when counting to determine 
the number of weekdays in a month, public holidays which fell on weekdays were excluded and were 
counted as Sundays. 

4. The second stage was the expansion of the estimate of work done in the month into an estimate 

for the whole quarter, and since information is available from the traffic counts showing the 

monthly variation in goods vehicle mileage during 1962, the appropriate grossing up factor could be 
derived from this source. 

5. The sum of the estimates thus obtained for the four quarters yielded an estimate of work done 
by road transport in the period 1st April 1962 to 31st March 1963. To provide an estimate for 

the calendar year 1962, the estimate obtained for the first quarter, 1963 was adjusted to a first 
quarter, 1962 basis according to the change in goods vehicle mileage between the two periods, 
revealed by the traffic counts. 



Method of Conducting the Survey 



6. The inquiry was taken under the Statistics of Trade Act, 1947. A separate sample of vehicles 
was selected for each survey week, and questionnaires were sent by post to the operators of 
the vehicles selected. The operators were required to make their return by a specified date 
shortly after the survey week. 



7. The questionnaire asked for details of the vehicle and of the work it perfoimed during the 
survey week. Three versions of the form were used; one version for public haulage vehicles,

“ of 0Ver 1 ton < tfce other, a simplified version, for the smaller vehicles of 1 ton 

or less. The forms sent to operators of 'C' licence vehicles differed from the one sent to public 
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haulage operators la that Information was sought from the 'C' licence holder about the nature of 
his business and the nature of the work performed by his vehicle.
